Uniontown, Pa.. Aptil 12. The 
KouttuTD end of thij coke regions is again 
in a turmoil. YeHttiday 100 Htiikerd 
swooped down upon the Yoiingstjwu 
works of the Friok company, completely 
eurprioing and taptuiin« almost every- 
one of tho 70 wurkmgmen and dcpnties, 
and took them without Hrlng a shot. 
The attack was a coinpleto lor^lM to 
, both operators and gaarda. 

At the Yotingstown and many other 
plants in this vicinity work wa4 resumed 
with an almost fall qnota of men. The 
day was dark and foggy, which, togeth- 
er with the falling snow, eifectirely oon- 
oaaled the aninoMh of the strikm. All 
of a inddea a urriflo yell ^bnAe the 
qoletof file vallaj ana 400 or more 
striken mahed upon th« woiIb from all 
■idef. 

I'he men at work did not take a aec- 
ondlook atUie attauhitig foroaa, bat 
dropped their tools, and ran to the com- 
paay*! store, takinsr ref age in tlie second 
story of thebailding. Tbegnards liad 
haxw7 time to seim their gnns and meet 
the raiders at the store door. The 
strikers excitedly and determinedly de- 
manded the sarrender of the men in the 
hailding at once, tlireateniu'.< that if re- 
fused they '^onld make a rush, kill the 
guards and defltroy the store. 

After a short parley, toe workmen 
iurrendered and were received by the 
raiders with cheers. A few who refilled 
to go with tho mob werejseverely b"8t -n. 
Dan Myers, a colored man, was serious- 
ly injured. Houses were next broken 
. open nnd uien not working were aluo 
compelled to iro with the strikers. 

Sheriff 'Wilhflui W(is notified by wire, 
and an hour later, with !iO additiomU 
(^eputit'S, v/iw on the scene. Tlie 
.strikers, with their iiri.sionors. had left, 
however, goitiK in tlie direction of the 
Leisinrin;; lilanta. 

Tho sherilt « jwisse followed at double- 
quick ;iiul aiidut a mile from VounKS- 
town overtook the strikers. He ordered 
thoiii to halt, vviii; h they did. T'leshor- 
itf's men, arnieil with \\ inehesters and 
revolverH. weTe drawn in line of bat- 
tle. .Sheriff Williolni ordered the strik- 
ers to disperse, and to trive up the 
YonuKstown men. A iiarley ensued, in 
wliicli the strikers rcfu.sed to disperse. 
( >no of the leaders said: "We have just 
OS muoh tight Ml ooanfy roads aa 70a 
have." 

At this juncture one of the striken at- 

t^^mptt^d to hit Deputy Sheriff Richards, 
whtTeui>on an oiticer seized his assailant 
and declared liiiii under arrest. This 
threw the rai ler-i iiitn coiifusiim, and a 
great mob t,'atiiere<l abotit liichards, 
com^>ellinjr him to release tho ui:ni ar- 
rested. The small force of dejmties 
were of no avail what ver. iis they were 
shut off from liichards and could not 
aid him. To havt^ shot into tlie strik' rs' 
ranks would have meant death for all. 
to^'ether with the danger ci killing their 

own men. 

Oril r wa.s finally restored and the 
strikers, with their prison^ rs, resumed 
the muxch toward Leisenrinji's. Ttie 
sheriff, after to!e^^aphin^ for assistance 
followed ill the rear of the mob. He 
will try to i>reveiit tho mot) from stop- 

Sing the men from work at Leisinrini^ 
[os. 1, a and 8, but trouble is expe ted 
as the rioters are dttermitied. If the 
sheriff oflfers armed resistance or a shot 
is fired, blood will follow freely. 

At Youngsti'Wn a swarm of armed 
deputies are guarding the idle works 
and the excitement is intense. Ten 
deputies have just left hero for the 
scene on a sj>'cial train, and oth ers are 
beini? sworn in as fast as iKissible. Not 
an EiiKh8h-.speaking man was seen in 
tho b dy or men that attacked the 
Yotmgstown works. No late word has 
been received from Leisinring. 

Tlu'lr I.lne of Defeime. 

0ONNKi.i,s\ ii.LE, Pa., April I2,--The 
strikers now c<mtend that I'addock was 
shot by his assistant. Coll. during' the 
excitement attendin>< the Davulson 
trouble. They contend that Coll shot at 
the strikers without provocation, and 
that when bis hasty action hud incensed 
the striken and caused them to make 
threatening demonstrations he became 
so excited that be tired in all directions, 
one of his ballets killing Paddock. 
While this theory is not believed by 
any f onsiderable number of oitieensof 
thw vicinity, it shows the line of defense 
in the forthcommj^ murder trials. 

LAKE SCHOONER LOST.

MOUNT AINOUS MARCH. 

Daley's Commonw—I Army Climbing th« 
AUegheHlea. 

Chalk Hill, Pa., April 12.- The 
march of the commonweal from Union- 
town to this point <m the Allej,dieiiies, 
was one of the most trying ones ever ex- 
I)orienc«Ml. It was niiido in a drivini? 
storm, with the un)nnd covered with a 
foot of snow. 

The stops were many, and at times it 
wius nece8.sary for a torce of men t(j be 
mmt to thu rear to push aloni{ the loiii- 
missary and supply wagons. The men 
were weary with the tramp and gbnily 
availed themselves of tlie op;'ortunity to 
rest. Six honrs were con^uuied in tho 
uarc.h, but at dusk camp was pitched in 
the olil staKehonse near here, wiiere each 
commune was placed in a room where a 
big tire was raxinf^. 

One hundred and eighty men on foot 
left Uniontown and continued to tramp, 
undismayed by the discomforts canned 
by the weather. The scene wius snrpris- 
gly picturescjue, with tho trees and 
boshes fairly groaniu),' under their foli- 
age of white. 

At Hopwood, the only town passr^d. 
all bouses were locked and the male por- 
tion of the community viewed the army 
from the poitioo of the postoffice. In 
the building were a number of Win- 
chester rifles, ready for use. There was 
no necessity, and a sigh 01! relief Want 
up when the processkm had diaappeared 
over the mountain. 

The noon stop will bo at Somerville 
and camp will l» pitched at Petenbnrg, 
to ba known as Cauip Thomas Jefferson.

BURNED~ WITM HOT METAL. 

Four Men Will Die unil HU Othttr* That 
Will rrobably Recover. 

POMEKOY, O., April 12. A hydrau'ic 
plunger on a converter at the Middleport 
steel plant broke yesterday afternoon, 
precipitating 8,600 pounda of white hot 
metal among 00 workmen from a dis- 
tance of IS feet. Ten of fbamimber 
were burned, four fatally. 

The four who will die are: Jack Haiy- 
den, bnmed about head and shoalden; 
Orlando Urady, boy, breast and neck 
burned; William Cogens, colored, arm 
burned off; Stephen Woeka, eyes homed 
ont. 

Those who are expected to recover 
are: (ieorge Phillips, Arthur Winegar, 
Edward Buruey, Frank Bamett, Oeorge 
Ste<>le and Jesse Wilson. The hot metal 
scattered for 50 feet in all directions, 
burning nearly everything It reached. 
All thti fatally injured are single men 
ex( ept Cozens, who has a large family. 
Four hundred men are employed in this 

plant. 

A Peenliar 8prln|r. 

QALUFOUa, 0., April 12.— On the 
farm of Frank Hughes, in Clay town- 
ship, was discovered a few days ago a 
most remarkable spring. In the surlace 
of a large and comparatively level rock 
aM carved out eight basins, seven of 
which are exactly circular and iu a 
cluster, and the eighth of an oblong 
shape, all beint( from IS to 24 inches in 
depth and holding from oight to lU na\- 
lons each, and they are supplied with 
the beat of .water the year round. Mr. 
James W. Weatherholt and othen wuo 
have seen tUs discovery pronounce it 
quite a cunosity and say that the basins 
are undoubtedly the work of human 
hands and wera U8t<l for a watering 
place by some ancient people or tribe ot 
Indians. _

GREAT DESTRUCTION WROUGHT 



Veseele Wreeked mt m Mambev of IMflereni 
Place* end Several Others Xel Beer<l 
1 riiiii i ii^uiii Uemace Done to Property 
All Aiuug the Ceoet-CominuUeation 
Interfered With. 

M Awsgi A,\. N. .1.. April 12. - The fu 
rioUB gales and high tides which jire- 
yalled Tuesday night and yesterday have 
left their mark along the Jersey coast. 
Along the Jersey Central railroad Ho 
Toms river the high tides have don^ 
enormous damaire, and the sea has over- 
flowed the shore and formed little lakes 
for a considerable distance. The beach 
far down the coast is strewn with li^ht 
wreckage. The wind has blown a fall 
gale, the high seas roaring and poundin'.^ 
and foaming with a mighty rage. 

In tlio height and fury of the storm, 
the :'.-in;isted schooner AIIm rt W. Smitn 
was driven ashorj at a point niulway 
between Sea Girt oml Manasnuan. In 
less than half an hour after the vessel 
struck she was ponnded into kindling- 
wood by the seas which broke over her. 
What was left, a portion of thebu.l, 
was carried np about a quarter of a mile 
south of the IB esavlng station. 

Eight men, it is said, composed the 
crew of the Albert W. Smith, not one of 
whom baa be«ai seen since their boat was 
wrecked, and it is unlikely that i.ny 
man of that crew has survived to tell the 
tide of his experiences in the awful gale. 

The wreck was discovered bv Oeorge 
W. Green of the Squan Beach lifesaviug 
station. 

Captain Longstreet and two or three 
of his men went out from the red build- 
ing which serves as the headquarters of 

the station, at <t o'clock yesterday a. ter- 
noon, with the Associated Pi ess ro]ire- 
sentative to the spot where what was 
leit of the schooner lay. The win! at 
that time, according to the captain, was 
scurrying along at tne rate of 70 miles 
an hour. The sand which it lifted up 
cut the flesh, and it was with ditiiculty 
that the party could keep their feet. 

All along the beach was scattered the 
wreckage of the ill-fated craft, and her 
battered hull was rolled and splintered 
with every billow that broke over it. 
The beach for a hundr d yards w,.s 
foam-crusted and the surf, as lar as tie- 
eye could see, Wiis a uiounta.n ris.n^ 
and falling with a fearful ro 'r. 

Captain Longstreet related the follow- 
ing story of the wre<-k: 

"Green went (Hit to cast his eye d >wii 
the beach durmg the blin^Iin,:.^ snow and 
when tho storm was at its height. He 
saw tho outlines of a vessel which was 
struirgling with the breakers above the 
station. Two masts wire st:;ii<liiit,' .it 
that time, but there were no toj) n!a.-ti. 
We got out onr men at once auii en- 
deavored to lH>uich a lileboat, 1 u, by the 
time wo not to her only one 11 ast was 
staniliag. A very .short. tiUie afterward 
she broke np. 

"There was no sitni of a living' jK-rson 
on the schooner n hen w • got to hi r. 
The wreclf drifted with the sweepini; 
currozit a (juaiter of a inile soiit'i 01 tiie 
station. In tl:e blinding sand nnd siiow- 
Btorm we dr igu'ed onr gnu to lier and 
mad • one shot with tlie line, Imt by tiin 
time we could gut ready to shoot the 
Bt'nind time tliere was nothing left to 
•hoot at." 

Among tho wreckage was the (juarier- 
board, and on this was paint d the name 
of the •vessel "AllxTt W . Smith." 

""1 oucan See,'' said the captain, as he 
kicked his rubiier boot against a piece ot 
the hull of the craft, "that slie was old 
and loit n. ' Without the slightest ef 
fort he kii'ked huge chunki Ht th* WOod 
a] part, it being totally rotten. 

I 'oiir .--pars weits found on the be.ach, 
and it was thought that the fourth spar 
was probably a part of the wrecked 
Kate .Markee, which went aslioie near 
Long Branch. 

Tlie vessel was 572 tons burden. 14."i 
feet keel, :(■"> feet '>eam and Hi feet hold, 
She was built in l^t7;i at Keimebmik, 
Me., and was owned by Allurt W. 
Smith of Pidviilence. from whicbplace 
siie hailed. She was bound fOT iTTOvi- 
dence from Philailelphia.

KATE M ARKE E LOST. 

Only Two of Her Crew Saved— Beporta 
From I.on( Brmnoht 

Loxa Branch, April 13.— For 84 honrs 

the most severe northeast gale with 
hsavy rain ami snow in I t years ha.s pre- 
vailed along tho coa^t, causing much 
damage to the bulkh uds and shipping 
At Morgan, alrmg tho line of the New 
York and Long lirauch railroad, the 
tide was liigher than baa been known in 
10 years. 

At Matawan and Keyport the tide 
bucked up to such an extent that the 
meadows suiTounding these places are 
all inutid.tted and some of the smaller 
vessels wliich hare been lying at their 
ducks hav> broken loose and drifted out 
upon thu mu.idows, so that when the 
storm abatis and the tide falls they will 
be left lying high and dr>. 

At Normandie-by-thMtoa the ocean 
and the Stirewsbury river have Joined 
forces over the laud. 

Ihe New Jersey Southern trains run 
nlng between S«5ubri','ht and Highland 
beach have all bev n atjundoned, and all 
passengers from that section for Atlantic 
Bighlands and intermediate stations are 
being sent via Matawan. The tracks of 
the company between theee two points 
are a total wreck and portions M the 
road have been washed to sea. Directly 
oopoet t e.Uie J H l i g bl an d Beatjjit atatfaa the 



S^asted schooner Kate Markee came 
ashore yesterday at thu outer bar. It 
was reported at first that the entire crew 
was lost, but later reports sliowtibat two 
of the men were savra. 

A number of people residing at Sea- 
bright arc standing in r jalinces to leave 
their homes, fearing they will be sur- 
rounded by water from tne ocean, 
which is threatening to Hood the town. 

At Long Branch the tower of th ■ 
Oceanic Fire company, which contains 
R large fireiwll, Was blown down ami 
fell crashing into the street. 

The continuons bulkhead on Ocean 
avenue has received but slight damage, 
but the bulkhead just erected in front of 
the Madison flats is badly damaged and 
may go to sea. The flats are rec iving 
a s( vere jxtundlng, and should the bulk- 
heading in front of them give way, there 
will be considerable chance of the em- 
bankment being carried away.

authorized by Ibe uatiuual ollicecs ur the 
e.xeciitive board. 

It was unanimously a iopted. 

The resolution, as i-eiiorted from the 
committee, hxed April 22 a.s tiie day fur 
the strike. The delegates Irum Indiana 
opposed the early date because they 
were under contract to work at the pres- 
ent scale up to May 1 , this year. The 
final dlBOUSsion and vote took place in 
executive session. Indiana was finally 
drawn into line by the statement that 
the op. rators themselves had broken the 
contract in the Linton district. 

The strike will be far-reaching and 
universal in its character, and will ^uac- 
tlcally paralyse the coal, if not other, lu> 
dustnes. Over )tOO,000 men will be 
thrown ont of work. 

Another resolution provides that in 
case the first general suspension of min- 
ing fails to bring the desired results, the 
executive board is authorized to order 
another suspension during the y<.ar at 
any time that may be deemed advisa- 
ble. 

It is understood that the Indiana 
miners in joimug the movr ment in the 
faoe of their cduiract to mine until May 
l,^d so upon the ground that they were 
compel ed, under the circnuistances. to 
enter upon the suspension, claiming that 
the operators in one district had first 
violated the agreement and placed col- 
ored men in tneir places which made it 
optiouid with the miners to suy whether 
the contract should be coutiuuuil. 

Another important work will be the 
arrangement of a scale for the various 
states. This bos been placed in the 
hands of the following committee: W. 
B. Wilson. Pennsylvania; M. Mahy, 
IndianaiKilis; .lohn Nugent, Ohio; 
Thomas Farry, West Viririnia: W. C. 
Webb, Kentucky, and Thomas Mc- 
Gregor, Missouri. The committee was 
appointed by President MoBiide. 

John McBride was re-elected presi- 
dent, P. H. Penna vice jiresident and 
Patrick McBride secretary-treasurer; W. 
B. W ilson of Pennsylvania. W. C. Webb 
of Kentucky, Cameron Miller of Ohio 
J. A. Crawford of Illinois were elected 
members of the executive board; two 
UKjre are yet to be elected. Wils<m to 
the only new man chosen. 

Operators Bspeeted It. 

PiTTSBURo, April 13.— The Pittsburg 
coal operators do not seem alarmed over 
the determination of the miners to 
strike this spring. They have long ex- 
pected such a decision on the part of the 
leaders. They do believe, however, 
that there is such a strong organization 
among the individual miners as the 
leadere claim. Mr. Carsey said: "I can 
voice the larjjer (jperators when I say 
that they are jii rfectly willing to jiay 
higher w iges it the miners can induce 
or force the smaller operators to live up 
to a scale." 

Colorado Mlaora Starrlna. 

Denveb, April 12.— State Coal Mine 
Inspector Beed endorses the general 
strike of coal inlaers ordered oy the 
Unite 1 Mine Workers of America. Col- 
orado miners, he says, are starving, their 
average wages for last year amounting 
to omy $1.00 a day, and some of the 
miners are from three to six months be- 
hind in their pay.

It 
says: "Notwithstanding the low prices 
for 189S tobacco, the farmers in the bur 
ley districts are preparing for an increased 
acreage this season. The result of this 
can not but be fatal, as the profits are 
now on the wrong side of the ledger. 
Unfortunately for Kentucky farmers, 
they all go after the same thing \ if plant 
ing tobacco to popnlar, they all plant it, 
apparently regardless of profits. 

"Kentucky farmers must diversify— 
pay more attention to the dairy, small 
fruits, canneries and such things aamake 
many Northern communities independ- 
ent within themselves; planting the 
sugar beet and converting them into 
sugar is very profitable in many European 
countries where the soil is leas fertile and 
a market for their products must be 
sought abroad. Any or all of these will 
prove more profltabie than lohtcoo and 
nothing but tobacco."

The position of Mr. Young 
is almost Swedenborgian, and that gen- 
tleman states that his investigation of 
tlie subject of^resurrection was inatigated 
by reading the philoeopher'a tt)^v^ea. 

" Mr. Young's opinions, as briefly stated 
by himaelf," adda the OqqpiiiMroial, " ftre 
that every mortal man or woman naa a 
body spiritual and physical, l)ofli (-i)rre- 
sponding in every particular. When the 
phyaioal body dlea, U k plaood in the 
grave, the prey of worms, but the spir- 
itual body, identical in name with the 
earthly body that bore it, goea to its 
final resting place in eternity, and has 
nothing more to do with the decayed 
frame. Just so he malKea the claim in 
regard to the death, resurrection and as- 
cension of Chiist."

His statement 
wiU daial in detail with hiatirical and 
philosophical facts present in the phe- 
nomena of the resurrection of Jeaus 
Ohriit, in |be flrat inatanoe, and of men 
in the aecon d.

The design was to fire the palace on 
the first day of the Chineae new year, 
Feb. 8, and during the natural confusion 
ensuing kill the king and porclaim one 
of their own clan in bis steed. A few 
ideutiticd with the plot escaped and it is 
believed Ok Kin was one of their num- 
ber. He was a leader of the progi essiTe 

Karty in Corea and near the end of 1H84, 
e and bis friends started • rerolutiOQ 
and attemi'tt'd to overthrow theforem- 
uient of the Conservatives, where- 
upon a serious collision occurred be- 
tween Japanese and Chinese troops in 
8eoul and the Japanese legation was at- 
tacked by cliincNe and Coreans.

while many actu.illy were killed or 
wouiidM. Kin and n few uthers of the 
revolutionist lenders had to seek refuge 
in Japan, where they have since resided. 
His life hat since Ix'en attempted by as- 
eassiuB tliou^'ht to have been sent by the 
Corean governiueut, who considered hm 
existence in .Jaimn <letriuiental to their 
safety. Luckily he escai)ed for years 
and was waiting for the time when tl e 
Corean king would panlon him. On 
March 27 he visited Shanghai and put 
up at the Japan hotel, where he was one 
night stabbed to death from behind by 
A Corean named Koshowu, who had ac- 
companied him from Japan as his body 
servant, and who was arrested on the 
29th by the Settlement po ice. 

The assassin is an educated man and 
has been identified as the i^ame who a 
few days previous approached one lii 
It-u Shoka with a proposal to do aw.iy'' 
with Kin and his former colleague. 
Boko Toi Ko. When Ko Sho Wu's bag- 
gage was searched, the Straits papers as- 
sert, a letter from the Corean king was 
found ordering the removal of Boko, 
Kin and other refngeee. 

Other circum.stanc'-s point equally 
plain to a concert' d .iction against tho.so 
Coreans whose freedom of speech liad 
made them obiio.xious to the govern- 
ment, and "now that the blow hasfallen 
and the last of the Kins has been cut 
down" to quote the Japan Daily Ad- 
vertiser "official dominion in Corea will 
breathe a little more freely for a time."
